SYNDICATE BUYS COAL FIELD 


Got Hold of 48,000 Acres of Bituminous 


Coal on Copper River and Will 
Develop It 
Vancouver, — Forty-eight thousand 


acres of bituminous coal lands on 
Copper river, a tributary of the 
Skeena in Northern British Columbia, 
have been acquired by a syndicate of 
London financiers from the Vancouver 
ownes. It is proposed to organize a 
company and proceed with develop- 
ment work on an extensive scale, The 
programme already adopted provides 
for the expenditure of at least half a 
work 


million in development and 
equipment during the next twelve 
months. 


The deal was negotiated by R. H.

Two Detectives Lost Their Lives 

Detroit, Mich.—Taken for the car 
thieves they were hunting, Frank J. 
Cook and Dan Vreeland, — special 
officers for the Lake Shore road, 
were shot dead on the Michigan Cen- 
tral tracks near Campbell avenue. 
The man who did the shooting the po- 


lice believe is Wm, Barnett, a Michi-| 


gan Central detective. He was taken 
into custody. The two men are said 
to have jumped out at Barnett as he 
was patrolling the Michigan Central 
tracks. Whether they likewise took 
him for the car thief or whether they 
recognized him and wished to frighten 
him is not known. Cook was shot 
through the head and died instantly. 
Vreeland was shot just above the heart 
He died in the Scotten station where 
he was taken by the police. 


Bankruptcy for Persia 

Teheran.—W. Morgan Shuster, the 
American treasurer-general, states 
that unless the treasury gendarmerie 
is organized quickly Persia will be 
bankrupt. 

He returned the gervices of Solkes, 
he said, because he was the only man 
available knowing the language and 
the country. 

The ex-Shah is now near Barfrush, 
and his plan seems to be to join 
Sad Ed Dowieh at the capital and 
march on Kasvin, 90 miles northwest 
of Teheran, 

The ex-Shah’s second force is march- 
ing from Shahrud, 200 miles northeast 
of here, and the rumored battle near 
Dangham has been expected.

French Steamer Emir Collides With 


British Vessel Off 
Gibraltar 
Gibraltar. — The French steamer 
Emir foundered — five miles east of 


Tarifa, Spain, in the Straits of Gib- 
raltar. Ninety-three were drowned, 

The ship sailed from here at 3 a.m. 
for the Moroccan port. An hour later 
in the fog she collided with the Brit- 
ish steamer Silverton from Newport, 
England, fur Taranto, Italy. The crew 
of the latter rescued 27 ‘of the Emir’s 
crew and passengers. The Silverton 
later put in here with her starboard 
bow stove in and her forepeak full of 
water. 

The Emir floated only a few min- 
utes after the collision. Sixty-nine 
passengers and 24 of her crew went 
down with the ship. Twelve of the 
crew and 15 passengers were saved. 
All passengers were French. The 
Emir was a vessel of 1,291 tons and 
was owned at Marseilles by Com- 
pagnie De Navigation Mixte.

BONES 


General Melee, in Which One Police- 
man Was Killed With a Brick— 
Dockers’ Strike is Assuming a 
Serious Aspect — Newspapers Are 
Threatened—Strikers Make Protest 
Against Brutal Conduct of Police. 


Liverpool.—Serious rioting growing 
out of the strike which is in progress | 
here occurred recently. One police-| 
man was killed by being struck on the 
head by a brick, and many persons! 
were injured. 

An altercation between a policeman 
and strikers during a transport work- | 
ers’ demonstration at St. George’s hall | 
started the trouble, which culminated | 
in a general melee, 
disorder had been put down and the 
strikers dispersed, they gathered again 
on the Islington quarter and resumed | 
their attacks upon the officers, with 
serious results, One hundred thou-! 
sand men were gathered in groups 
about St. George’s Hall listening to 
speeches by labor agitators, and the 
scenes of violence following the attack 
upon the policemen necessitated the 
calling out of the police reserves. 
When they arrived one party of fif- 
teen policemen was surrounded anc 
disarmed, the rioters attacking them 
with their own batons. In the fight; 
the commanding officer of the police) 
was dangerously wounded, | 

So great was the disorder that the 
riot act was read and the troops were 


ealled out to assist the police, The 
mob fought desperately with sticks 
jand stones and in fact with  uny) 


handy missle. | Gradually, however, 
hy the combined efforts of the troops 
and police, the crowds which were, 
surrounding seven speakers’ platforms 
erected on the plateau fronting the 
hall, were cleared away. Many po- 
licemen and rioters were injured in 
the hand-to-hand fight. After the 
fight St. George’s hall was converted 
into a temporary hospital and the 
wounds of many persons were attend- 
ed to by physicians. 

Driven from the centre of the city, 
the crowd suddenly repaired to the Is- 
lington quarter, one of the lowest and 
roughest in Liverpool. Here the po- 
lice were baffled in the narrow streets, 
for the desperate rioters barricaded 
themselves in the houses and volleyed 
down bricks, slates, and chimney pots 
from the roofs upon their heads. 

While the details as to casualities | 
are not completed, Constable Cookson 
was killed by a blow on the head, and 
Superintendent of Police Bolton was 
taken to a hospital in a precarious 
condition. It is rumored that some 
houses were set on fire during the dis- 
turbances. The outbreak, it is claim-

Text of the Lesson, Jer. xxxvii, 4-21. 
Memory Verse, 15—Golden Text 
Num. xxxii, 23—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 

We have not yet reached the end of 
the sorrows of Jeremiah, and these of 
today’s lesson seem to have been some 
of the greatest, but all were because 


\of the truth and the God of truth (Isa. 


Ixv, 16) whose witness h@ was. It has 
been a long time since he ceased to 
complain of his sufferings for the 
truth’s sake, but he still awaits the 
full glory of the kingdom which by the 
spirit he foresaw and predicted. Many 
others have come and gone, and the 
kingdom is not yet, and the sufferings 
continue for the faithful, but ‘the 
Lord God of recompenses shall surely 
requite’ (Jer. li, 56), and the suffer- 
ings are not worthy to be compared 
with the glory that shall be revealed 
iv, 13). 

It seems easy to say it, but it is true 
that suffering for the truth’s sake is a 
great privilege and will bring us great 
glory in His Kingdom (Phil. i, 29; II 
Cor, iv, 17, 18). After Jehoiakim’s 
miserable death and ‘seemingly no 
burial or as good as none (Jer. xxxvi, 
30), his son, Jeconiah, reigned three 
months, which was about the same 
as no reign at all, and was then car- 
tied captive to Babylon, where he was 
4 prisoner thirty-six years. The books 
of IT Kings and of Jeremiah end with 
the record of his deliverance from 
prison after that long period, His 
father’s brother, Zodekiah, was then 
made king, und he reigned eleven 
years, but neither he nor his servants 
nor the people of the land would 
hearken to the words of the Lord 
(verse 2), although they professed to 
want Jeremiah to pray for them (verse 
3), and more than once Zedekiah 
consulted him (verse 17; xxxviii, 14). 
The last twenty-two years before the 
captivity, the time of these four kings, 
was a time of increasing evil and a 
specially trying time for a faithful 
witness like Jeremiah, but no one is

The Lord's answer to the king who 
sent his messengers to inquire of Jere- 
miah is found in verses 6 to 10 of 
our lesson with the admonition “Thus

Alfred Austin Has Published His 
Memoirs of Men and Events, 
Mr. Alfred Austin, the Pvet-Laur- 
eate, who has written his reminis- 
cences, is not only a poet, but also a 
barrister and journalist. He practiced 


Treminiscences are mainly occupied 
with his career as a journalist and 
man of letters. He was educated at 


Stonyhurst, and the sun of worthy | 


arents in comfortable circumstances 
iving near Leeds. 

Mr. Austin once heard Lord Wolse. 
lcy giving a useiul piece of advice to 
@ young officer who asked what was 
the best way to ‘‘get on” in the army. 
The answer was very simple: ‘Try to 
get killed.” 

There is a good deal of intimate 
political matter in Mr. Austin’s second 
volume. Lord Wolseley, we learn, was 
highly indignant at being ordered 
back by the Government after the fail- 
ure of his expedition to relieve Gor- 
don. Writing to Mr. Austin, he ex- 
pressed his feelings in the words; “He 
(@ great party leader) deserves to be 
torn to pieces in the murket place by 
an indignant people.” 

The author was once asked by the 
then Sir Francis Jeune what he 
thought of Mr, Chamberlain, to whom 
he had been talking at luncheon.

The Calgary News-Telegram says: 
‘‘An application of considerable in- 
terest was heard before Mr. Justice 
Simmons on Thursday morning. 
From the application it appears 
that Frank Vigar, justice of the 
peace for the town of Gleichen, tried 
and sentenced aman by the name 
of John Onesscuk to thirty days in 
the police barracks at Lethbridge 
for being drunk on the 16th of 
June last. Thesentence is the 
maximum allowed to beimposed by 
the by-laws of Gleichen, and owing 
to some oversight in making out 
the prison warrant the penalty it- 
posed was inserted as six months. 
The error was not discovered until 
he asked to be let out on the 16th 
day of July, telling the warden 
that he had served his term. In- 
vestigation showed up the error, 
and communication with the attor- 
ney general’s department was male 
hy the accused's solicitors and an 
application for release by certiorari 
proecedings was made out, and 
brought before Judge Simmons, who 
granted the order that the prisoner 
he released forthwith. In granting 
the order the judge ordered that the 
justice of the peace and all other 
civic employees of Gleichen who had 
anything to do with the imprison- 
ment of John Oneascuk shall not be 
liable in any action 'which may be 
hrought about by the said prisoner. 
Mr. Cameron, of Stewart, Tweedie 
& Charman, acted forthe prisoner.’’ 

On enquiry here it is learned that 
at the time Onesscuk’s warrant was 
filled out another was made for six 
months and in writing the twoa 
thesam: time the mistake occurred. 
However, the clerical error was din- 
c vered ti fore his term expired and 
it took the second month to get all 
the red-tape joined at Calgary, Ed- 
monton and Lethbridge. It is now 
surely up to the red-tape artists to 
at least pay Oness:‘uk his wages and 
expenses.

The highest point reached by any 
railway in the world is on the Moro- 
cocha branch of the Central Railway 
of Peru, a wholly broadgauge line 
operated by the Peruvian Corpora- 
tion, the altitudo of tho rails at the 
highest point on the bazk-hone of 
the Andes being exactly 15,865 fect 
above sea level. Ticlio, the western 
portal of the Galera tunnel and the 
point of junction of the Moroeucha 
branch with the main line, is the 
sighest railway station in the world, 
at 15,665 fest. To reach this point 
from sea level tho live pases through 
fifty-seven tunnela, over. a dozen 

wincipal bridges, and utilizes thir- 
eon awitch-hacks, but has 10 gradi- 
ent up to 4$ per cent, nor does it 
resort to rack propulsion, A hani’- 
ar started at Ticlio will run unaid- 
ed to Callao, the seaport, and as a 
mnattor of fact such a car, equipped 
with safe brakes, runs before each 
passenger train, carrying an inspect- 
or on the Jookout for fallen rocks o1 
other dangers. The grandeur of the 
scenery along thia route connot be 
imagined, The secund hgihest rail- 
way in the world is that from Anto- 
fagasta in Chile to Oruro and La Paz 
in Bolivia, and is perhaps the nar- 
rowest gauge line for such a long 
distance, leing 24 feet in width of 
track.

Irrigation | Convention 


The fifth annual convention of 
the Western Canada Irrigation As- 
sociation, held in Culgary last week 
on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thurs- 
day was a great success as reported 
laut week. Seventy-three delegates

Farm, Lethbridge, on ‘'Local Farm 
Products and Irrigation’; an ad- 
dress by E. C, Thrupp, A.M., Inst. 
C.E., Kamloops, B.C. on ‘The 
Relative Advantages of Continual 
and Intermittent Irrigation’; an 
illustrated lecture by Mr. A. 8. 
Dawson, chief engineer, Irrigation 
Department C.P.R.,; and a paper 
by R. K. Stockton, Superintendent 
Maintainance and Operation C.P.R. 
on “The Operation of Irrigation 
Systems.’’ An exhibition of the 
C.P.1.C. moving pictures '‘Home- 
making in Alberta’’ together with 
a short talk illustrated with lantern 
slides was given the evening of the 
first days session by the local secre- 
tary of the association.

Sir Charles Tupper Showed His Old 
Form at Coronation. 

Sir Charles Tupper was in the thick 
of the coronation pageantry in Lon. 
don. The veteran Canadian was 
among the mo.t vigorous and enthus 
jastic of those who cheered King 
George to the crowning. The Empire 
en fete—in what a host of memories 
and speculations the doughty Tory 
baronet must have indulged the last 
few days. Sir Charles shook hands 
with dozens cf faithful h.nchmen 
from overseas, who helped him fight 
his battles in the Dominion in other 


days; he read in The London Times~ 


of the seventeen Premiers gathered 
in Imperial discussion in Downing 
street; he viewed the crowning of an- 
other King—who is as much King of 
Canada as he is of Englard. Indeed, 
in one month in London, Sir Charles 
saw the modern machinery of the 
reat British Empire exposed; no 
oubt as he watched the smooth-run- 
ning of the parts, this great Cana- 
dian statesman felt the pride of @ 
workman, conscious of the efficacy of 
his contribution to the whole, 

One incident occurred during coro- 
nation week in which Sir Charles 
was the central figure. That was the 
unveiling of the memorial in memory 
of Canadian Confederation at the 
Westminster Hotel, in the very heurt 
of London, It was in a sense one of 
the most dramatic episodes of corona- 
tion week. Here in this very room, al- 
most half a century ago, gathered a 
group of men who smoothed away the 
final obstacles, which threatened the 
federation of the Canadian provinces 
into the Dominion, which 1s the won- 
der of the twentieth century, 

The Fathers of Confederation to- 
day are but a cherished inemory. The 
old picture uf them gathered about a 
table, the mural pride of many a 
Canadian farm house—well the mud- 
ern Canadian school-boy needa a key 
to pick them out. Sir Charles Tup- 
per is there. He and Senator A. A. 

Macdonald alone of the Fathers re- 
main to us. No doubt he has chang- 
ed since the picture was taken—but 
in appearance only. Sir Charles Tup- 

er is now an old man. In years he 
is ninety. But in spirit he is the 
same old Dr. Tupper of Nova Scotia. 
Those who were so fortunate to hear 
him at the Westminster Palace the 
other day wili never forget the scene, 
Around him were seated the leading 
men of the Empire. Sir Charles arose 
to speak. The flash of the warrior 
was there in his eye, the same chal- 
lenge of the “Bluenose”’ was in his 
voice, as in vehement, declamatory 
sentences he declared his faith in the 
future of the Canada he had helped 
so much to build. 

Sir Charles Tupper is the aristocrat 
of Canadians. He’ is one of the last

In Their Wake.

The story is fairly well known, for 
twe years ago all the daily papere 
were full of it. It is sufficient to say 
| that from the time of the discovery 
of the coffin in 1889 the priestess seem- 
ed to bring misfortune on everyone 
who had anything to do with her 
coffin. : 

All five of the original finders came 
to grief, and even the carrier who 
took the case to the museum, the 
photographer who photographed it, 
and the well-known writer who de- 
scribed the events connected with it, 
all died shortly afterwards, 

Then there was the case of Mr. 
George Alefounder, who, having dis- 
covered a mummy, too large to con- 
veniently carry away, deliberately be- 
headed it, and brought the head back 
to Europe in a bonnet box. 

Then everything went wrong with 
him. Misfortune piled upon misfor- 
tune, 
a medium. The latter at once told him 
that he could see a figure with high 
cliffs behind it, and clouds of dust 
about it. The figure, he said, was 
headless. This was enough. He sent 
the head back at once to its original 
resting-place. 

In the summer of 1906, M. Andreef, 
a well-known business man of St. Pet- 
ersburg, bought ut auction for $10,000 
a beautiful old neckluce made about 
120 years ago by a famous Parisian 
jeweler for the ill-fated Louis XVI. 

Nearly all the members of the 
French royal family lost their lives in 
the Revolution, but the necklace was 
taken by a survivor to Brussels and 
there sold. Over and over again it 
changed hands and every one who 
owned it was unlucky. Finally a Rus- 
| sian prince bought it for $20,000 and 
gave it to the dancer Tzukki.

Calgary Granted Thirty Acres 
of Land by Federal Government 

That the city has been practically 
granted a large tract of land com- 
prising thirty acres adjoining the 
grounds of the general hospitai at 
Riverside, by the Dominion Govern- 
ment, is the information brought to 
the city yesterday by a Calgarian 
who haa been in conversation with 
Mayor Mitchell at Ottawa. Accord- 
ing to this information, the tract of 
land ix not to be deeded to the city, 
but will be leased for twenty-five 
yenrs at the rate of a dollar a year. 
Including the hospital property, the 
city will now have in the neighbor- 
hood of 50 acres of land along the 
Riverside boulevarde. The Govern- 
ment gave the hospital board seven 
and a half acres on which to build 
the new hospital, and some time 
after gave another twelve and a half 
acres to be used as grounds for the 
hospital.
